Mapoꝛ within the Citie and Suburbs of London, and by the Officers of the Liberties 
and exempt places in and about the lame, As by Onder to bee pzeſcribed thꝛough all the 
Counties ot this Realme, to the Juſtices of Peace, Loꝛds of Liberties, and Officers of 
Cozpozate Towucs. HT.

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D thougyht meet, that no ſuch Licence be graunted foꝛ the killing 02 vtte- 
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Nd fo2 the auopding of ſuch intonuenientes, as haue riſen by diloꝛders in this kinde: The 

Lo2d Mapoꝛ of London, and euery other Officer and Juſtice of Peace, ſhall call befoze 

them, and ſend koꝛ any of the Seruants of any Inholders, Uictualers, Cookes, Taucr- 
ners, and keepers of oꝛdinary Tables, and ſuch others that vtter Uictuals, to examine them 
vpon their coꝛpoꝛall Oathes, what fleſh is, o2 hath bene, during the Lent ſeaſon, dꝛeſled, kulled, 
vttered, oꝛ eaten in their Houſes; which if they (hall refuſe to doe, then to commnt to Pulon the 
ſaid Seruants, fo refuſing vpon their Oathes to declare the truth, 
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Hat the Loꝛd Mayo: ſhallnow pecſently befoꝛe Lent, o2at the beginning thereof, cauſe all 

Fuholders, keepers ofozdinary Tables, Uictualers,Alehouſe-keepers, and Tauerners 

within the Citie and Liberties thereof, to appeare befoꝛe him, oꝛ ſuch perſons as hee ſhall 
appoint meet foꝛ that purpoſe, and ſhall take Bonds with ſufficient Sureties of euery of them 
in good ſummes of money, vi- one hundzeth pounds the Peincipall, and the Surcties thirtie 
pounds apiece, to his Maieſties vſe, not to dꝛeſſe any Fleſh in their houſes this Lent time, foꝛ any 
reſpect, noꝛ ſuffer it to be eaten: The ike Bonds with Sureties ſhalbe taken of the like perſons 
vpon like Penalties, by the chiefe Officers of Weſtnunſter, and the Liberties thereof, and euery 
ofthe ſaid Bonds to be certified into his Pateſties Exchequer. 
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Nd foz.the Butchers and others that come with Uictuals of fle ſh out ofthe Countrey to 

the Citie, the Loꝛd Mayoꝛ ſhall cauſe certaine perſons to watch at the Gates, and other like 

plates in the Suburbs, where fleſh may be bꝛought in, to view aud ſearch, and tomtertept 
the ſame : andifany of thoſe Watchmen be found negligent and toꝛrupt in his charge, then he to 
be committed to Pꝛiſon during the whole Lent,

Nd to the end the Fiſhermen may imploy themſelues to Sea, with better intouragement 

then heretofoꝛe; And that the Fiſhmongers may furniſh themſelues with ſuch ſtoꝛe from 

time to time hereafter as ſhallbe expedient, aſwell foꝛ the pꝛouiſion of the Citie,as foꝛ ſelling 
the lame at reaſonable rates: They are hereby required to take notice of his Maicſhes com- 
mandemeunt, and conſtant reſolution foꝛ the obſeruante of Lent, and Fiſh dayes both now and 
hereafter, as by Law is required. 5 


Nd fozaſmuch as the vſe and libertie now taken, is ſo farre declined from the abſtinence, 
and moderation of foꝛmer times, as in ſtead of faſting, and fozbearing Suppers on Fri 
dayes both in Lent, and other times, which heretofoꝛe was duely obſerued; there is now 
nothing moꝛe vſuall, then to make ſpeciall choiſe of Friday nights foꝛ Suppers and entertain- 
ment, and to marke out thoſe dapes foꝛ riot andexceſle, to the great offente andſcandall of Go- 
uernment: Foz the quoyding whereof, as it is to be wiſhed, that euery man would be a rule of 02- 
der to himſelfe, in his owne houle, alwell in reſpect of the Publique, as of his pꝛiuate eaſe and tom⸗ 
moditie: So his Maieſtie doth ſtraitly charge and command all Jnholders, Keepers of Oꝛdi⸗ 
nary Tables, Utctualers, Alehoule-keepers and Tauerners, not to make any Supper foꝛ any 
perſon, oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer vpon Friday nights, either in Lent oz out of Lent, noꝛ to ſuffer 
any Meat to be then d2eſled, vttered, ſold, oꝛ eaten in their houſes, vpon ſuch puniſhment, as is 
due to thoſe that ſhall tontemne his Pateſties Royall pleaſure and commandement, 
A neere to the lame: So his Maieſties pleaſure and Commandement is That the crecution 
of theſe, oꝛ like Oꝛders be perfozmed by the commandement of his Maieſties Juſtices of 
Peace in all Shires within their Rule, and to all other Officers in Townes Coꝛpoꝛate, oꝛ in 
any Liberties, with like oꝛder foz the Bonds to bee taken to his Maieſties vſe, andcertifiedin- 
to the Exchequer : And that no manner of toleration, fanour o2 conniuencie be vſed by any Ju⸗ 
ſtice of Peace, 02 other Officer, contrary to the true meaning oftheſe Oꝛders, as both they that 
ſhall pzeſume wittingly ſo to tolerate the offence, asalſo the Party himſelfe offending will an- 


(were the ſame at their vttermoſt perils. It being His Mateſties expꝛeſſe pleaſure, that his 
Lawesin this caſe ſhall be hereafter ſeuerely executed vpon all offenders whatſoeuer.
